Sir:—The Board of Directors of the State Hospital at Morganton

_ [he health record has been maintained, there having been no epidemic 
or casualty beyond the ordinary and it is believed that the humane 


“mission of the hospital has been performed with probably a greater 


measure of efficiency than heretofore. 
The additions completed within the period and enumerated in the 


‘Superintendent’s report have greatly relieved the distressing situation 
‘prevailing heretofore owing to our inability to admit all deserving cases. 
It is with a feeling of pardonable pride that we point to the splendid 
_ growth and physical betterment of the hospital during the period under 
- consideration and that just preceding and since we attribute this marked 
- era of improvement in a large measure tc your Excellency’s sympathetic 


interest and influence, we take this means of expressing our gratitude. 
The State Auditor’s report is made a part of this report and clearly 
sets forth the financial condition of the hospital. The budget estimate 
for the next biennium is also incorporated and furnishes detailed infor- 
mation as to the needs for future maintenance and enlargement. The 


- Board has carefully considered each item of the budget and believes the 
amounts indicated are absolutely necessary for the proper care of our 
unfortunate charges and this conclusion takes into account strict 


economy and careful expenditure together with the State’s economic 
welfare.

_ reference to the ability, (both executive and professional) of our able 
‘Superintendent, to the splendid men of the medical staff who are capable 


and interested in the work and have discharged their duties so nobly, 
and to the loyalty of all the subordinate officers and employees.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


Moreanton, October 8, 1924. 


The Honorable, the Board of Directors. 


Lapy anp GrentTLemMeEN :—I have the honor to present herewith a re- 
port of the operation of the State Hospital at Morganton for the 
biennial period ending June 380, 1924. By reference to the statistical 
tables appended, it will be seen that we have admitted during the period 
389 men and 485 women, making a total of 824 admissions. This 
brings the number of patients remaining on our books at the end of the 
institutional year up to 1,785, or an increase of 118 patients for the 
period under consideration, and the last year of the period alone shows 
an increase of 100 patients. In 1923, 49 men and 64 women, or a total 
of 113, were discharged as recovered, making the recovery rate for men 
27.8 per cent and that for women 29.9 per cent. In 1824, 47 men and 
45 women, or a total of 92, were discharged as recovered, making the 
recovery rate 22 per cent for men and 20.3 for women. The death rate, 
reckoned upon the total number under treatment for 1923, was 4.5 per 
cent, and for 1924 5.8 per cent. 

The general health of the patients has been good, no serious epidemic 
having occurred. Three patients terminated their lives by suicide, the 
circumstances attending same being reported to the Board at the time 
of occurrence. 

The medical work is making progress in keeping with the scientific 
advancement of the age, although the present staff is insufficient for the 
enormous work demanded in this particular field. The visiting staff, 
composed of the various specialists, is continuing to render us service, 
and has been of incalculable value to the hospital. 

Occupational therapy continues in extensive use, applied chiefly in 
useful production as well as in diverting occupation. However, since we 
have no special department for this work, we are very much handicapped 
in its application to the women patients, and for this reason our budget 
will contain a request for an appropriation to provide a suitable building 
for diversifying occupation. 

While we continue our efforts to maintain the training school, we 
are at all times confronted with the difficulty of procuring pupil nurses, 
and as a consequence the results of the training school are rather dis- 
appointing. | 

Owing to the recent opening of new buildings, we have been able to 

meet the demand for admission with rare exceptions, and these excep- 
tions applying to conspicuously improper cases for admission. At the 
2 
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present rate of admission, which shows a permanent increase in popu- 
lation of about 100 patients per year, the available space will soon be 
occupied, requiring additional accommodations for patients, and this 
item is requested in our budget, which becomes a part of this report, 
and you are respectfully referred to same. 

The period of time—namely, three years—covered by the incum- 
bency of the present Board of Directors, represents such a distinct era 
in the upbuilding and physical betterment of the hospital, I beg the 
privilege of briefly reviewing some of these improvements and additions, 
although the period of time extends somewhat beyond the present 
biennium. During this time we have completed, or nearly so, the fol- 
lowing buildings and improvements: 

A receiving ward for men, especially designed for the care and segre- 
gating of the more recent and acute cases. This building is well 
designed and adapted to its particular use, and has proven highly satis- 
factory in operation. This building has a capacity of 100 beds. 

A dormitory for men, with a capacity of 80 beds, adapted to the care 
of feeble and bedridden cases of dementia. 

A building for women, comprising several large dormitories, with 
necessary day space and dining-room, with a capacity of 220 beds. 

A building for men of the more chronie type, with a fair proportion 
of single rooms with a capacity of 100 beds. 

Thus, in all, adding 500 beds. 

A senna take of ample dimension, of modern design and equip- 
ment, which has proven exceedingly Meals and efficient in opera- 
tion. 

A staff house, containing four apartments, for the howene of medical 
officers and there familhes. 

A central power and heating plant, representing the most modern 
engineering practice, with complete and ample equipment to take care 
of the immediate and prospective needs of the hospital. 

A cold-storage plant of ample capacity, which is highly sanitary and 
efficient in operation. 

Notwithstanding all of these improvements, there are certain others 
needed, which are itemized in the budget, and of which I ask your con- 
sideration. ‘These are as follows:

To, His Hxcellency, A. W. McLean, 
Governor of North Carolina. 


Str:—The Board of Directors of the State Hospital at Morganton 
transmits herewith to your Excellency, in conformity with the law, its 
report of the biennial period together with the accompanying docu- 
ments setting forth the operations of this institution for the period 
stated. 

The health record has been maintained, there having been no epi- 
demic or casualties beyond the ordinary, and it is believed that the 
humane mission of the hospital has been performed with a measure of 
efficiency. | 

The State Auditor’s report is made a part of this repert, and clearly 
sets forth the financial condition of the hospital. The budget estimate 
for the next biennium is also incorporated and furnishes detailed infor- 
mation as to the needs for future maintenance and enlargement. The 
Board has carefully considered each item of the budget, and believes the 
amounts indicated are absolutely necessary for the proper care of our 
unfortunate charges, and this conclusion takes into account strict 
economy and careful expenditure, together with the State’s economic 
welfare. 

The Board of Directors has heard much favorable comment coming 
from all over our district, because of our visiting Staff of Specialists. 
This has caused a renewal of interest by the medical profession of our 
State, and we take this opportunity of thanking you for the appoint- 
ments.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


JuLy 8, 1926. 
The Honorable, the Board of Dvrectors: 


GENTLEMEN :—In compliance with statutory requirements, I have 
the honor of submitting a report of the operation of the hospital for 
the biennial period ending June 30, 1926. 

For the purpose of a rapid and systematic review, the essentials are 
arranged in statistical tabular form. Table No. 3, dealing with admis- 
sions and removals, shows that there were on the books of the hospital 
on June 30, 1924, the beginning of the biennial period, 817 men and 
968 women, or a total of 1,785. During the two years there have been 
admitted 434 men and 505 women, or a total of 939 admissions. During 
this time there have been removed by death, discharge and other causes 
344 men and 394 women, a total of 738 removals, thus leaving on our 
books June 30, 1926, 907 men and 1,079 women, or a total of 1,986, an 
increase in population for the two-year period of 201 patients. The 
recovery rate based upon the total admissions was 21.4 per cent for 
men and 14.9 per cent for women for the first year of this period, and 
21.1 per cent for men and 23.9 per cent for women for the last year. 
The death rate based upon the total under treatment was 6.1 per cent 
for the men and 7.88 per cent for the women for the first year, and 
7.8 per cent for the men and 5.4 per cent for women during the last 
year, or an average annual death rate of 6.61 per cent for the entire 
period. 

The general health of our patients has been reasonably good, no 
serious epidemic having prevailed. Four suicides occurred. The cir- 
cumstances attending these were reported to the Executive Committee 
and the coroner notified in each instance, but in no case did he deem 
an inquest necessary. 

We have been very much handicapped in our medical work on account 
of an insufficient number of assistant physicians. Dr. Elizabeth Vann, 
who had served very satisfactorily for one year, resigned on December 1, 
1925, leaving only three assistants, and so far we have been unable to 
fill this vacancy. We should have at least two additional physicians to 
even in a fair measure properly conduct this work. 

We have been unable to procure.a resident dentist at the salary pre- 
viously fixed, and this position has been vacant for more than a year. 

The difficulty of procuring a sufficient number of suitable attendants 
and nurses continues, though to a somewhat less extent than formerly. 
The Training School for Nurses has gained somewhat in attendance 
and efficiency since my last report, and we hope for still better results 
in this department. 
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Owing to the opening of new buildings for patients, we have been 
able to fully meet the demand for the admission of proper and deserv- 
ing cases, and still have about 100 beds available for men and about 
an equal number for women. It appears that these vacant beds will 
meet the requirements for about two years, since the rate of increase 
-has been 100 patients per year for the last three years. If we are to 
continue to meet the demand for the admission of patients without 
interruption, an appropriation should be made by the next General 
Assembly for additional accommodations, since if it is deferred until 
the Legislature of 1929 we will probably reach the limit of our capacity 
before such buildings can be completed. I shall, therefore, recommend 
that a sufficient sum for this purpose be placed in our budget estimate 
for permanent improvements. 

We have suffered very greatly on account of a shortage of water sup- 
ply due to the extreme drought which has prevailed for the past two 
years, in fact this shortage of water has amounted to an actual famine. 
During the past two or three months the situation has grown steadily 
more distressing. Steps are now being taken looking to temporary 
relief, but it will be necessary to secure a permanent and dependable 
supply. Engineers are now working on plans, but the final estimates 
have not been submitted, and the amount necessary for this purpose 
cannot be stated at this time. 

I repeat my request for better fire protection, such as would be 
provided by a sprinkler system in the attics and basement of older build- 
ings and improvement of the so-called fireproof sections of these build- 
ings and possibly the construction of additional fire walls. The actual 
cost of such improvements and additions has not as yet been accurately 
estimated. For the further protection against fire, we need additional 
water storage at the hospital. This should be provided for by the 
construction of concrete reservoirs of sufficient capacity to store one 
and one-half million gallons of water. 

The road leading from Highway No. 18 to the main entrance, which 
is old and worn macadam, should be replaced with concrete or other 
hard-surfacing material. The road to the rear of the hospital over 
which all of our coal and other heavy: freight is hauled should be relo- 
cated and hard surfaced. 

I would strongly recommend the protection of a portion of the hos- 
pital grounds with a suitable non-climbable wire fence. 

The greenhouse, which has been in use for thirty-one years, is so far 
decayed that further repair is impossible, and a new one in a different 
location should be built. 

The auditor’s report, which is appended, gives a full statement and 
analysis of the financial condition of the hospital. Reports of other 
departments are also added. 
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In conclusion I desire to express my deep appreciation of the loyalty 
and fidelity to duty on the part of officers and employees, and to thank 
each and every member of this Board of Directors for their never fail- 
ing interest and their cheerful sacrifice of time to the welfare of the 
hospital and their uniform kindness to me.

Sir:—As Chairman of the Board of Directors and in conformity to 
law, I have the honor of transmitting to your Excellency a report of 
the operation of the State Hospital at Morganton for the biennial period 
ending June 30, 1928. This report comprises the Superintendent’s 
report with the customary medical statistics, the Auditor’s report show- 
ing the financial condition of the hospital, the budget estimate both for 
maintenance and-permanent improvement for the next two years, and 
various other reports. All of these are full and clear as to detail and 
need no comment here further than that they have been carefully con- 
sidered and the recommendations and requests contained therein are 
endorsed by the Board. 

The Board extends to the local management all due commendation, 
and believes that so far as its observation extends a conscientious effort 
is being made for betterment in every direction. 

In conclusion, we desire to express our deep appreciation of your 
Excellency’s wise and sympathetic support both by personal contact and 
through your various agencies during the period just closed.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT

The Honorable, the Board of Directors. 


GENTLEMEN :—In compliance with statutes, I have the honor of sub- 
mitting a report of the operation of the hospital for the biennium end- 
ing June 30, 1928. For the purpose of easy comprehension, the greater 
part of this report is placed in tabular form. Table No. 3 shows the 
annual movement of population. One of the most striking facts shown 
by this table is that there were admitted during the year ending June 30, 
1928, 94 patients more than were admitted during the previous year, 
and furthermore a similar increase has occurred annually during the 
past six years. The past year shows 193 admissions more than occurred 
in a like period six years ago. This marked increase in the number ad- 
mitted has resulted in an annual gain in resident population of about 
100 patients. The percentage of recoveries based upon the total admis- 
sions has been for 1926-27, 23.1%, and for 1927-28, 21.1%. The death 
rate computed upon all under treatment has been 6.3%. 

The general health of the population has been fairly good inasmuch as 
we have had no serious epidemic. The medical work of the hospital dur- 
ing the past year has been prosecuted with more vigor and efficiency 
than at any previous time. We have added to our staff Drs. T. Norbert 
Kende and Blanche Elliott Kende, bringing the number of assistant 
physicians up to five. This is below the usual quota, but with mdustry 
we are able to carry on the essentials fairly well. 

The projects undertaken under the permanent improvement appro- 
priation, namely, additional fire protection in the way of fire walls and 
improved fire-proof sections in the main building, the shop building for 
the carpenter, tin, shoe and paint shops, have been completed. 

The water supply has been improved by the extension of pipe lines to 
Clear Creek and Lane Branch and the erection of two concrete storage 
reservoirs with a capacity of one-half million gallons each. These addi- 
tions to the water supply seem to be adequate at present. 

The elevator, which was ordered installed in the Administration 
Building by the Board of Directors, is now under construction and will 
probably. be completed at an early date. 

The per capita cost for maintenance from appropriation for the year 
1926-27 was $228.60; for 1927-28, $216.63. These amounts, we do not 
believe, are sufficient to provide the character of care demanded by the 
public, and pursuant to your instructions we have made a slight increase 
in our budget estimate for the coming biennial period. The steady 
growth in population makes it imperative that we provide additional 
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capacity if we are to continue to admit all applicants, and it is recom- 
mended that two buildings, one for men and one for women, with a 
capacity of about 100 beds each, be erected at an estimated cost of 
$300,000. 

For better fire protection to the original and older buildings, it is 
recommended that the roofs of the Main Building, the Harper, Yates 
and Scroggs Buildings be removed and replaced with fire-proof con- 
struction. The estimated cost of these alterations is $175,000. 

The sewage from the hospital is emptied through several outlets, with- 
out treatment, into the small streams adjacent, and for sanitary reasons 
and for the protection of inhabitants below these outlets, it is recom- 
mended that the necessary sewage disposal plants be constructed. The 
cost of these will approximate $20,000. These several items are pre- 
sented in our budget estimate for permanent improvement. 

The zeal and efficiency of subordinate officers has been satisfactory 
and commendable. 

In conclusion, I desire to express my deep appreciation and sincere 
thanks to each member of the Board of Directors for their unfailing 
interest and sacrifice of time for the welfare of the hospital and for their 
personal kindness and ever-ready advice to me.

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REPORT OF THE STATE HOSPITAL, MORGANTON, N. C. 


Uda yee LOMO SO 
To His Excellency, O. Max GARDNER, 
Governor of North Carolina. 


Sir:—As Chairman of the Board of Directors, and in conformity to 
law, I have the honor of transmitting to your Excellency a report of 
the operation of the State Hospital at Morganton for the biennial period 
ending June 30, 1930. This report comprises the Superintendent’s 
report with the aibienne te medical statistics, the Auditor’s report, show- 
ing the financial condition of the hospital, the budget estimate both for 
maintenance and permanent improvement for the next two years, and 
various other reports. All of these are full and clear as to detail and 
need no comment here further than that they have been carefully con- 
sidered and the recommendations and requests contained therein are 
endorsed by the Board. 

The Board extends to the local pre cercn all due commendation, 
and believes that so far as its observation extends a conscientious effort 
is being made for betterment in every direction. 

In conclusion, we desire to express our deep appreciation of your 
Excellency’s wise and sympathetic support, both by personal contact 
and through your various agencies during the period just closed.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


Jury 10, 1930. 
The Honorable, the Board of Directors. 


GENTLEMEN :—In compliance with the law, I have the honor of sub- 
mitting a report of the operation of the hospital for the biennium ending 
June 30, 1930. The greater portion of the information conveyed is pre- 
sented in the form of statistical tables conforming to the recommenda- 
tions of the American Psychiatric Association. It will be noted that 
Table 3, which deals with the movement of population, shows that at the 
beginning of the period there were on the books of the hospital 1,046 
men and 1,140 women or a total of 2,186 patients. There were admitted 
during the year ending June 30, 1929, 301 men and 346 women or a total 
of 647 patients. There were removed by discharge or transfer to other 
hospitals 319 patients, and during the year 238 died, thus leaving on 
the books of the hospital on June 30, 1929, 2,276 patients. The death 
rate for the year estimated on the total number under treatment was 
8.4 per cent. The recovery rate estimated on the total admissions was 
25.5 per cent. 

The table covering the year ending June 30, 1930, shows that at the 
beginning of the year there were on the books of the hospital 2,276 
patients. There were admitted that year 304 men and 328 women or a 
total of 632 patients. There were discharged from the hospital during 
the year 323 patients and 283 died, making a total removal of 606, 
and leaving on the books of the hospital at the close of the biennium 
2,302. The death rate for this year was 9.7 per cent of all those under 
treatment. The recovery rate for the same year based upon total 
admissions was 22 per cent. 

It is estimated that for maintenance alone for the year 1931-32 an 
appropriation of $466,625 will be required, and that for the year 
1932-33, $452,965 will be necessary. These estimates are carefully 
made and are in no wise in excess of the amounts actually needed, and 
fall far short of an ideal operation. The budget estimate, which is 
attached, shows a complete analysis by objects of proposed expenditures. 

Operating under the budget act we find that the State’s revenues were 
insufficient to meet the appropriations as made by the last General 
Assembly, requiring a curtailment to the amount of 20 per cent of the 
appropriation which was in our opinion insufficient for the proper 
running of the hospital. This drastic reduction in funds will of neces- 
sity result in lowered efficiency and entail hardships as well. To come 
within the allotment for personal service, it will be necessary to cut 
down the nursing force to a ratio of about one nurse to seventeen 
patients for day duty, and a proportionate reduction in night nurses 
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and attendants. This reduction makes adequate nursing and care im- 
possible and constitutes an appalling hazard in case of fire or other 
disaster. The per capita cost from the appropriation for the year 
ending was $206, and to come within the budget allotment this figure 
will have to be reduced about ten or more per cent for the coming year. 
This in my opinion constitutes a situation of considerable gravity. 

Under the budget system the appropriation for personal service for 
the year 1930-31 was $178,095, of which only 80 per cent or $142,477 is 
available. In an endeavor to bring the expenditures within the allot- 
ment for this item, it has been necessary to lessen the number of nurses 
and attendants by about 15 to 20, the housekeeping force by 8 to 10, 
the laundry by some 15 or more and other departments proportionately. 
We will be unable to maintain a resident dentist and will have to use a 
nurse for dispensing drugs instead of a registered pharmacist. The 
medical staff will consist of four members with a laboratory man in 
addition. Further reduction in personnel will be necessitated and will 
apply to upkeep of buildings and grounds, including carpenters and 
painters. 

At present we have no means of adequately isolating tubercular women 
patients, and such isolation on the part of the hospital is a binding obli- 
gation and hygienic necessity for the proper protection of non-infected 
individuals. To properly do this will require a special building designed 
for the care and treatment of this class, and from the architect’s esti- 
mates will cost $35,237, furnished. The number of patients admitted 
suffering from pellagra is increasing alarmingly, and for their proper 
segregation and dietetic treatment a special building should be provided, 
and I recommend that such a building be provided. The architect’s 
estimate on a building designed for proper care and treatment with a 
capacity of 52 beds is $43,144. To meet the growing demand for admis- 
sion, there should be provided an additional building for men with a 
capacity of 100 beds, which furnished will cost $92,882. This and all 
other expenditures are set forth in the attached budget estimate. Various 
reports and audits which are hereto attached furnish additional infor- 
mation. 

In conclusion, I desire to express my deep appreciation of the loyalty 
and fidelity to duty on the part of subordinate officers and employees 
and to thank each and every member of this Board of Directors for their 
never failing interest and very cheerful sacrifice of time for the welfare 
of the hospital and their uniform kindness to me.

As Chairman of the Board of Directors and in conformity 
to the law, I have the honor of transmitting to your Excellency 
a report of the operation of the State Hospital at Morganton for 
the biennial period ended June 30, 1932. This report comprises 
the Superintendent’s report with the customary medical statis- 
tics, the auditor’s report showing the financial condition of the 
hospital, the budget estimate both for maintenance and per- 
manent improvement for the next two years and various other 
reports. All of these are full and clear as to detail and need no 
comment here further than that they have been carefully con- 
sidered and the recommendations and requests contained therein 
are endorsed by the Board. 


On account of the cut in the budget, patient help has been 
used in many departments instead of hired help, resulting in 
considerable savings. The per capita cost amounts now to about 
$140 per year per patient, which is the lowest point reached in 
the history of this institution. The Board extends to Dr. John 
McCampbell and his staff of physicians due commendation for 
the excellent care and conscientious effort they have constantly 
put forth for the betterment of the patients in this institution. 


In conclusion, I desire to express our deep appreciation of 
your Excellency’s wise and sympathetic support both by per- 
sonal contact and through your various agencies during the 
period just closed.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


THE HONORABLE, THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 


GENTLEMEN: Morganton, N. C., July 1, 1932 


I have the honor to submit a report of the State Hospital for 
the biennium ended June 30, 1932. The major portion of the 
information contained herein is presented in standardized tabu- 
lar form. Tables No. 3 in this series show the movement of popu- 
lation for the period under consideration. By reference to these 
tables, it will be found that on July 1, 1980, which was the be- 
ginning of the biennium, there remained on our books 1,100 
men and 1,202 women or a total of 2,802 patients. There were 
admitted during the year 284 men and 3388 women or a total of 
622 admissions, placing the number on the register of the hospi- 
tal for that year at 2,924. During the year there were dis- 
charged from the hospital as recovered 68 men and 62 women 
or a total of 125, making the recovery rate for the year 19.02% 
of those under treatment. There were discharged under other 
conditions 112 patients, and by death during the year 95 men 
and 183 women or a total of 228 deaths, making the annual death 
rate 8.9% of all those under treatment, leaving the number re- 
maining on the books 2,459 patients. 


At the beginning of the second year of the biennium, namely 
July 1, 1981, there were 2,459 patients on the books of the hos- 
pital. There were admitted during the year 236 men and 306 
women or a total admission of 542 during the year. There were 
discharged 61 men and 50 women or a total of. 111, making the 
recovery rate based on the number of admissions 20.48%. Under 
other conditions, 144 patients were discharged and 83 men and 
89 women or a total of 172 died, making the death rate for that 
year 5.7% and leaving on the books of the hospital 1,181 men 
and 1,398 women or a total of 2,574 patients, an increase of 272 
patients for the two-year period. Of this number 1,950 are now 
resident in the hospital and 624 are out on parole. 


Notwithstanding the fact of ever decreasing appropriation 
and the consequent handicap in the lack of personnel and equip- 
ment, the medical work has been carried on with the customary 
efficiency and many of the handicaps have been offset by in- 
creased industry and zeal in that department. 
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Operating under a strict budget law, it has been necessary 
to lessen expenditures by more than thirty per cent of the appro- 
priation as made, thus necessitating drastic reduction in num- 
ber of nurses and attendants and also a reduction of approxi- 
mately 20% in salaries and wages; yet, due to loyalty and in- 
creased effort on the part of employees, efficiency has not suf- 
fered, but upon the other hand, I believe has increased; however, 
it is uncertain how long this stress can be sustained without a 
break. It is to be hoped, though, that it will continue through 
the present extreme economic distress. 


Divine Providence together with successful management in 
the department of farm and garden have yielded excellent re- 
sults, showing a production valued at $59,248 at a cost of $38,029, 
giving a nominal profit of $21,218. Without this good fortune 
we could not have existed in any degree of comfort upon the 
money allotted and expended from appropriations. 


Occupation, a long recognized and much extolled therapeutic 
agent, has been used to a greater extent than ever heretofore, 
and this application has been diverted into useful and profitable 
channels rather than confined to merely diverting pursuits. 
Patient help is being used in many of the departments, replac- 
ing hired help; and under proper guidance and judicious manage- 
ment results in a very great saving, and no doubt is conducive 
to contentment and better mental and physical condition on the 
part of patients so engaged. 


The per capita cost of maintenance for the past year has 
amounted to $140.48, an amount equal to only about one-half 
of previous high marks and much lower than anything attain- 
ing here during the past quarter of a century, and also an 
amount less than should be expended for this purpose unless the 
unprecedented financial distress makes it absolutely necessary 
and this after a distribution of such revenues as are available 
among the various functions and agencies of the State with a 
view to their several importances. 


The department for men has been crowded to the utmost 
limit and to a point beyond wholesome and hygienic living; 
however, notwithstanding this crowding, we have found it neces- 
sary to reject the applications for the admission of 88 men, and 
many of these so rejected are now in the county jails through- 
out the hospital district. If relief is to be afforded, and it is 
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undoubtedly urgently needed, an additional building for men 
will be necessary. The cost of such a building will approximate 
$100,000 and accommodate from 100 to 125 men. 


I take this opportunity of expressing my appreciation and 
gratitude to all officers and employees for their loyalty and co- 
operation and to the Board of Directors for its deep interest 
and never failing kindly guidance in the conduct of the affairs 
of the hospital. '

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


Morganton, N. C.,

The Honorable, The Board of Directors. 
Lady and Gentlemen: 


In compliance with the law, I am herewith submitting a re- 
port of the operation of the State Hospital at Morganton for 
the biennium beginning July 1, 1982, and ending June 30, 1934. 
The information is conveyed by the customary statistical tables, 
the auditor’s report, the budget estimate for the next biennium 

and various other reports of the departments. 


The movement of population during the biennium, from July 
1, 1932, to June 30, 1934, is shown by the customary Table 
No. 8, which comprises a tabulation for each year. The state- 
ment for the year 1932-33 is as follows:

It will be seen from the foregoing that there were admitted 
during the year, under consideration, 511 patients and that 111 
were removed by discharge as recovered; 329 were removed as 
improved; 38 were removed as unimproved; 2 were transferred 
to other hospitals, and furthermore, that 70 men and 89 women 
or a total of 159 patients died. These figures show that the re- 
covery rate based upon the total admissions was 21% and the 
death rate calculated upon the total under treatment was 614%. 
The number of patients remaining in the Hospital at the end 
of the year was 891 men and 1,085 women, or a total of 1,976 
patients, and on that date there were absent on parole or other- 
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wise 195 men and 275 women or a total of 470 absentees, thus, 
making a total enrollment of 1,086 men and 1,860 women, or a 
total enrolled population of 2,446.

It will be seen from the foregoing that there were admitted 
during the year 523 patients and that 95 were removed by dis- 
charge as recovered; 174 were removed as improved; 19 were 
removed as unimproved; 1 was transferred to another hospital 
and furthermore 63 men and 100 women or a total of 163 
patients died. These figures show that the recovery rate based 
upon the total admissions was 18% and the death rate calculated 
upon the total under treatment was 6.4%. The number of 
patients remaining in the Hospital at the end of the year was 
896 men and 1,109 women or a total of 2,005 patients and on that 
date there were absent on parole or otherwise 225 men and 287 
women or a total of 512 absentees, thus making a total enroll- 
ment of 1,121 men and 1,396 women, or a total of 2,517. 


During the period of time under consideration, the Hospital 
has encountered greater difficulties on account of inadequate 
finances than at any similar period within my knowledge. There 
has been a sharp reduction in personnel and in compensation 
for services rendered and a similar reduction in the amount 
expended for maintenance and subsistence and every depart- 
ment has suffered as a consequence except the dietary. So far 
as food is concerned, it is my opinion that we have suffered no 
unusual deprivation on account of the desperate financial straits 
under which we have been compelled to operate. A few years 
ago, the American Psychiatric Association set up what it deemed 
to be the minimum requirements for state hospitals as to per- 
sonnel and equipement in the various departments, and item 
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No. 4 in this list specified that the medical staff should consist 
of not less than one physician to each 150 patients. Our ratio is 
one to 500 patients. Item No. 18 in the list specified that there 
must be an adequate nursing force in the proportion of not less 
than one to eight in general service and not less than one to 
four in the sick and surgical units. Our ratio today, throughout 
the wards for women, is one nurse or attendant to about 21 
patients, thus, we are carrying about one-third of the require- 
ments in the medical and nursing department and the same in- 
adequacy of help prevails to a lesser degree in all departments. 


Overcrowding has extended to a degree which is destructive 
to comfort and seriously interferes with treatment. The classical 
1,000 cu. ft. which should be allowed each patient for sleeping 
space has been reduced to less than 500 in some instances and 
most of the rooms intended for day occupancy have been con- 
verted into sleeping space. This crowding can be carried to 
such an extent that prison conditions are simulated, conditions 
which are productive of insanity rather than corrective. This 
crowding results from the tremendous and insistent demand for 
the admission of patients in order to relieve the county jails 
and distressed homes of the burden of their care on the outside, 
and with the crowding described there are still an accumulation 
of one hundred seemingly worthy applicants uncared for during 
the past fiscal year. For the temporary relief of this very dis- 
tressing situation, it is recommended that a new building for 
men be erected with a capacity of 100 beds and it has been esti- 
mated by competent architects that the cost of such a building 
will be about $155,000. 


Important repairs are of necessity being neglected and per- 
manent and extensive damages will naturally ensue. Equipment 
is insufficient and deteriorated and yet we are unable to replace 
or repair to any great extent; therefore, in making the budget 
estimate for the next biennium an amount should be asked for 
sufficient to increase the number of doctors, to.add a dentist, 
to increase the number of nurses and attendants and add to the 
personnel generally and also to restore at least a part, if not all, 
of the 82% reduction in pay which has been in force for the 
past two years. 

Notwithstanding the very material reduction in pay and the 
long hours exacted, efficiency on the part of the employees has 
been well sustained and I take this opportunity to commend 
with rare and negligible exception subordinate officers and em- 
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ployees for their loyalty and industry and the faithful perform- 
ance of their various duties. 

In conclusion, I desire to express my gratitude to the Board 
of Directors for its able and kindly guidance and support in the 
management of the affairs of the Hospital. |

As Chairman of the Board of Directors and in conformity to 
the law, I have the honor of transmitting to your Excellency a 
report of the operation of the State Hospital at Morganton for 
the biennial period ended June 30, 1936. This report comprises 
the Superintendent’s report with the customary medical statis- 
tics, the auditor’s report showing the financial condition of the 
hospital, the budget estimate both for maintenance and perma- 
nent improvement for the next two years and various other re- 
ports. All of these are full and clear as to detail and need no 
comment here further than that they have been carefully con- 
sidered and the recommendations and requests contained therein 
are endorsed by the Board. 

In conclusion, I desire to express our deep appreciation of 
your Excellency’s wise and sympathetic support both by personal 
contact and through your various agencies during the period 
just closed. |

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


The Honorable, the Board of Directors. 
Lady and Gentlemen: 


In accordance with statutory requirements, I am herewith 
submitting a report of the Operation of the State Hospital at 
Morganton for the biennium beginning July 1, 1934 and ending 
June 30, 1936. Most of the information is conveyed by the cus- 
tomary statistical tables, the auditor’s report, the Budget esti- 
mate of requirements for the next biennium, and various other 
reports of the several departments. 

Table No. 1, covering the first year of the period under con- 
sideration, shows that at the beginning of the year there were 
2,517 patients on our books and that during the year there were 
admitted 565 patients, bringing the recorded population up to 
3,082. During the year there were discharged 278 patients. Of 
those discharged 115 were considered recovered and 135 were 
sufficiently improved to enable them, at least temporarily, to live 
on the outside. The recovery rate for the year was 20.38%. 
During the year 194 were removed by death, making the death 
rate 6.2%. At the beginning of the second year of the biennium 
there were on the books of the hospital 2,609 patients. During 
the year there were admitted 566 patients, bringing the total 
number on our books to 3,175. During this year 116 were dis- 
charged as recovered, making the recovery rate for the year 
20.5%. In addition to this 149 were discharged as improved. 
Two hundred and fifteen patients died during the year, making 
the death rate 6.7%. Total removals amounted to 515 patients 
and left a population of 2,260. Of these 2,005 were in the 
hospital and the remainder away on parole. 

The demand for the admission of patients increases, and, 
notwithstanding the fact that the hospital has been overtaxed, 
we are still unable to admit all those applying, and there are, as 
a consequence, many insane individuals in County Jails or cared 
for, at great expense and inconvenience, in their homes. This 
unfortunate situation will be relieved to a great extent by the 
completion of three new buildings now under construction and 
financed by an appropriation made by the last General Assembly 
supplemented by a 45% grant from the Federal Government. 
These buildings are well under way and will probably be ready 
for occupancy the latter part of this year. 
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The medical work, notwithstanding the fact that we are 
limited in the number of physicians, having only four assistants, 
has been carried on with a creditable degree of efficiency. Staff 
meetings are held every week-day except Wednesdays, for the 
purpose of diagnoses, outlining treatment and consideration of 
paroles. Every patient admitted is presented at staff meeting. 
We have recently added to our equipment both surgical and 
physiotherapeutic, and with the addition of the operating room 
and its adjuncts now under construction we will have facilities 
for surgery entirely modern and adequate. The limitation of 
our Budget allotment necessitated a curtailment in personnel 
in the nurses and attendants department, which has worked a 
severe hardship and notably impaired satisfactory operation in 
that respect. Repairs as authorized and provided for in the 
last appropriation have progressed reasonably well and the en- 
tire plant will have been repainted and the plumbing fixtures 
in the old buildings largely replaced and other minor repairs 
made by the end of the present year. 

The Budget estimate, which is included in this report, shows 
an increase over previous expenditures. This has been made 
necessary on account of the full recognition of the inadequacy 
prevailing heretofore, and, notwithstanding the increase, the 
amount requested is still under the general average of cost of 
maintenance throughout the country of similar institutions and 
is therefore quite conservative. The Budget estimate appended 
is minutely analyzed as to purpose and object and can easily 
be comprehended with a minimum amount of study. This re- 
quest for appropriation has been submitted to and approved by 
the Board of Directors. 

I take this opportunity to express to the Board and its several 
members my deep appreciation of their constant and sustained 
interest in the affairs of the hospital and their generous sacrifice 
of time and energy in its behalf. To the subordinate officers and 
employees I make this recognition of their faithful and loyal 
services.

On May 38rd., Dr. John McCampbell offered his resignation 
as Superintendent of the institution to take effect June Ist. Dr. 
McCampbell had served the Hospital many years with dis- 
tinguished success. Dr. F. B. Watkins, the First Assistant 
_ Physician, was elected to fill Dr. McCampbell’s unexpired term.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


JULY 7441938: 
The Honorable, the Board of Directors. 
LADY AND GENTLEMEN: 


Complying with statutory requirements, I have the honor to 
lay before you the biennial report of the State Hospital for the 
period July 1, 1986 to June 30, 19388. All but one month of this 
time was under the administration of my predecessor, Dr. John 
McCampbell, who left the service June 1, 1988 after having 
served it with marked success and distinction for over 40 years, 
about 31 years of which was as Superintendent. His going and 
the promotion of the first assistant physician to the Superin- 
tendency left a vacancy in the medical staff. Dr. R. H. Long was 
promoted to the rank of first assistant physician and was given 
the title of Assistant Superintendent. Dr. J. R. Saunders of 
Lewiston, who had had previous psychiatric experience in the 
Florida State Hospital and on a former occasion in this hospital, 
was induced to join us again. We feel that we were fortunate 
in securing his services. No other change has occurred in the 
personnel of the Staff. 


The statistical tables that always accompany this report give 
the details of the ever-shifting population, and the business 
manager’s report gives the financial history of the institution’s 
past two years. The death rate for the first year of the biennium, 
based on the total number of patients under treatment, was 
5.9% and for the second year 4.7%. The recovery rate, based 
on the number of admissions, was for the first year 17%, and for 
the past year 18.5%. No serious epidemics have occurred, and 
the general health of our population has averaged good. I de- 
sire to call to the attention of the board certain significant facts 
in these statistical tables. First, kindly note the enormous surge 
forward in the numbers actually in the house. Our old reports 
have been prone to report only ‘‘patients on the books,” a term 
which includes both those in the house and those away on proba- 
tion, many on probation not actually having been under treat- 
ment here at all during the year. At the beginning of this bi- 
ennium, there were in the house 2005. At the end of the first 
year, there were 2155, and at the end of the year just closed 2299, 
an increase in two years of 294 patients,—over 14%, or 1/7 of 
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the former population. This is almost exactly the same increase 
as for the decade 1927 to 1937. For the six-year period 1927 to 
1933, the gain was only 146, not quite half of our present bi- 
ennium. The increase in population is the old problem of water 
Simultaneously filling and emptying a cistern. Increasing our 
number are the admissions and the returning probationers. De- 
creasing the number are the ever occurring deaths and outgoing 
probationers. I would have you note how our admissions are in- 
creasing. In the first year of the biennium we admitted 661 
patients and in the last year 712, this being by far the greatest 
number that has ever been admitted in one year. In no two- 
year period prior to 1923 did we admit a number much in excess 
of the admissions last year. About the year 1925, the hospital 
adopted a policy of much greater leniency as to granting proba- 
tion. Last year we probated 640 patients, of whom 40% return- 
ed, thirty-five eloped, of whom 74% returned. The death rate 
was somewhat under the average last year, and June, the last 
month of the biennium, saw the smallest number of deaths in 
many years—only six. Deaths often run up into 20-odd a month. 
This increase in population has been due, of course, to the space 
made available the latter part of 1936 and the first part of 1937 
by the building program launched, through PWA assistance, in 
the previous biennium. In all, six projects were completed and 
are now in satisfactory use,—two buildings for men, a building 
and a day room for women, a most excellent surgical operat- 
ing room that compares favorably with those of the best hospi- 
tals of the country, and lastly an addition of one room and bath 
to each of the four apartments in the staff house. 


I will have you note also, that, notwithstanding the building 
program mentioned provided 187 beds for men and 50 beds for 
women, at the end of this biennium we have only 32 beds vacant 
for men and 44 for women. Without a check on admissions, 
these beds would all, at the present rate of increase, be filled in 
four months, 7. e. by the first of November of this year. But all 
beds cannot wisely be filled, since we are under obligation to ac- 
cept returning probationers without notice. Not having this 
privilege for a reasonable time, many would not remove their 
relatives at all. 

With these facts considered and with no building program in 


sight, I should like to lay before you the question of the wisdom 
of making room, at least for men, by converting the third floor 
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of the Central Building into a ward for well-selected male 
patients, and converting the fourth floor into an apartment for 
male attendants. The nurses, when off duty, live away from 
their wards, but the male attendants live and sleep almost in the 
midst of their patients. This segregation of attendants would 
leave on almost every ward a room that would accommodate from 
two to four patients. By the erection of a Superintendent’s home 
on the grounds nearby for ten or fifteen thousand dollars, space 
for 150 patients could be made available that would cost from 
one hundred and fifty to two hundred thousand dollars. Many 
have noted and commented on the waste space, especially of the 
third and fourth floors of this building. The first and second 
floors, except for the large halls, are well utilized. For female 
patients, there is a room over the new ice plant that could be 
converted into a ward that would hold fifty beds. Heat, water 
and toilets, together with an airing porch would have to be erect- 
ed, but this expense would not be great compared to the erection 
of a new ward outright. 


Once more your attention must be directed to the exceedingly 
great fire hazard we are living under. The recent fate of our 
neighboring state institution gives sad emphasis to this risk. 
There is much heart pine in many of our buildings, almost 60 
years old, extremely dry, and some of it oil soaked. A great deal 
of our wiring is not in conduits and on some of it the insulation 
is growing weak and crumbling away. Ordinarily we do not 
have serious lightning strokes on our buildings, but every thun- 
der storm is a hazard, and, too, it must be borne in mind that 
in a population such as ours there are lurking many pyromaniacs. 
I am glad to announce that the Budget Bureau in Raleigh is 
thinking along the line of fire-proofing our buildings through 
PWA assistance, if it can be arranged. A reputable architec- 
tural firm, without pay and without obligation, has favored us 
with certain tedious but required measurements, that we may 
make a bid for these funds, if your board sees proper. I strong- 
ly recommend that this bid be made. 


In conclusion let me thank the board for its kindly advice and 
support in my new duties. Knowing that I have you to uphold 
my hands makes the burden much easier.

To His Excellency, Clyde R. Hoey, 
Governor of North Carolina. 


Sir: 


The board of directors of the State Hospital at Morganton 
transmits herewith to your Excellency, in conformity with the 
law, its report of the biennial period together with the accom- 
panying documents setting forth the operations of this insti- 
tution for the period stated. 


The health record has been maintained, there having been 
no epidemic or casualties beyond the ordinary, and it is believed 
that the humane mission of the hospital has been performed 
with a measure of efficiency. 


The financial report is made a part of this report, and 
clearly sets forth the financial condition of the hospital. The 
budget estimate for the next biennium is also incorporated and 
furnishes detailed information as to the needs for future 
maintenance. The board has carefully considered each item of 
the budget, and believes the amounts indicated are absolutely 
necessary for the proper care of our unfortunate charges, and 
this conclusion takes into account strict economy and careful 
expenditure, together with the state’s economic welfare. 


The superintendent’s residence has been completed, and the 
assistant superintendent’s residence is nearing completion. The 
changes made in Central building adds greatly to our needs, 
gives more room and makes a nice appearance. The recent 
additions to the medical staff have filled a long-felt want. 


In conclusion, the board of directors, superintendent and 
business manager desire to express our deep appreciation of 
your Excellency’s wise and sympathetic support during the 
period just closed.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


The Board of Directors, 
Lady and Gentlemen: 


Again it becomes my privilege to submit to your board the 
biennial report of this hospital, beginning July 1, 1938 and 
ending June 30, 1940. At the beginning of this biennium the 
present superintendent had been in charge only one month, 
having taken office June 1, 1938. 


In order to orient ourselves, it will be well to recall some 
of the recommendations made just two years ago. Attention 
was called to the fact that the available room of the hospital 
was practically exhausted and recommendation was made that 
a superintendent’s home be built and that the third floor of 
Center building be turned over to a good grade of patients and 
the fourth floor fixed up for attendants. Attention was also 
called to the fact that the hospital was handicapped by the 
inadequacy of its staff. Another item of comment was the fire 
hazard that existed and a recommendation was made that some- 
thing be done to alleviate this hazard. At that time the idea 
of PWA assistance was only in its incipiency. It so happened 
that in the fall of 1938 the state launched out on a great 
improvement program, financed in part by the federal govern- 
ment. This particular unit of the state’s property was recog- 
nized as being most in need of renovation, and, if the greater 
University is considered in its component parts and not as an 
unit, this hospital received the greatest amount for improve- 
ments of any institution in the state. In fact, the Governor 
has said that it was the need here that decided him in taking 
advantage of the help offered by the federal government. 


During this biennium, you will recall, many changes and 
improvements have been made in our physical plant. A home 
has been built for the superintendent, a new laundry has been 
built and equipped and a very excellent infirmary has been 
erected for those acutely physically ill. This building, intended 
first as a tubercular ward, was afterwards changed to a general 
hospital building, because our needs for the latter were so 
much greater than were our requirements for the care of 
tubercular patients, which is not a major problem with the 
hospital. We had long felt the need of an infirmary and we 
realized that we were behind times, compared to many State 
Hospitals, in this respect. As matters now stand, we feel that 
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we are in the forefront. Another new building that was erected 
was the maternity cow barn, a project which had already gotten 
underway in the previous biennium, but which was carried to 
fulfillment in the one just past. In addition to the new bDuild- 
ings just enumerated, the Main building of the hospital, includ- 
ing the Center building, was fire-proofed and the old attic over 
the Center building was fitted up into very delightful quarters 
for the attendants, thus leaving not only the third floor but 
also the fourth floor for a good class of patients whenever the 
room will be required. Other buildings that were fire-proofed 
during the biennium were the Harper building, the Scroggs 
building and the old laundry building, the latter being fitted 
up for excited and destructive female patients. This building, 
which looked quite hopeless at first, has turned out to be 
one of the most delightful buildings on the grounds. 


Unfortunately, when the contracts were let bids were so 
high that a part of the intended program had to be omitted. 
We had to give up fire-proofing the Yates building, dining room 
No. 2 and the 27th ward. We did, however, have our water 
system worked over so that, while we do not have any more 
water thrown into our water sheds, we are able to deliver at 
the hospital what water we have always had but which we 
could not always bring down out of the mountains. It remains 
to be seen whether this re-vamping of the water supply will 
give us a quantity sufficient for the added space that we have 
acquired. 


In all fire-proofed buildings, where there was a full height 
basement, wards have been constructed, which have made it 
possible to add, all-told, something like 525 beds. The exact 
number will not be known until beds are actually placed. One 
of the minor things to be done (this not under PWA assist- 
ance) was the dismantling of the old horse barn, which for so 
many years had been an eyesore and a breeding place for 
flies close to our wards, and the erection of a new and modern 
barn further removed from the hospital and in an ideal loca- 
tion. During this biennium also we have opened up a cafeteria 
for the attendants and nurses and have established a refresh- 
ment stand, the profits from which may be used for the 
comforts of the patients. 


The last Legislature gave us an additional appropriation 
for the enlargement of our staff, and, whereas we had at the 
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beginning of this period only four assistant physicians, we 
now have seven. Dr. W. E. Brown came to us from Tulane 
University about a year ago, and within the last month or so 
Dr. R. M. Garrard and Dr. J. H. Fitzgerald, Jr., have come in. 
This increase in our staff has put new life into our medical 
work here, and all of these new members have proven to be 
quite satisfactory men and are worthy additions to our old 
staff. The laboratory work of the hospital has been greatly 
enlarged and improved and a great deal of laboratory work is 
now being done. 


Your attention has repeatedly been called to the fact that 
our dairy is much more productive now than it was a few 
years ago. 


We have now under construction and practically completed 
an additional dwelling, which is to be occupied by the assistant 
superintendent. 


The foregoing are the highlights of the accomplishments 
of the biennium. These do not represent all that we, the admin- 
istration, should desire or work for. Our task, which of neces- 
sity will never be completed, must include other betterments, 
and I would call your attention to the fact that our roads 
are in an even worse condition than they have been since 
first they were hard surfaced. The heavy hauling during the 
construction work here has been very destructive to these 
roads, and I feel that steps should now be taken looking to 
their repair. If nothing can be done at once with the Highway 
Commission, then the Legislature should be approached to have 
the Highway Commission take over the upkeep of our roads. 
I still feel that for the highway department this would be a 
very minor burden, since they have technicians educated in 
road building and they possess modern road building machinery. 
For us it would be a major burden, and, as both the roads 
and this institution are state property, the state can well 
take care of its own in the easiest and most efficient way. 


Another task that les before us is re-conditioning our 
ornamental grounds. Much of our grass has been torn up by 
construction activities, and this, of course, will be re-seeded 
this fall, but there has been an erosion process among our 
trees that has been going on for years, a condition which 
must now have attention. Also old and decaying trees must 
be removed and new ones set out. A great deal has been done 
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already along this line, but the work is still far from being 
complete. 


One of the most insistent needs ahead of us is to bring 
our farm into a more productive state and put it on a more 
profitable basis. Probably this is now the weakest link in our 
chain. If the dairy is to be built up and run profitably, it will 
be necessary that a great deal more of the feed for the cows 
be produced here rather than purchased at a higher price in 
the markets, and our pastures must be improved. This task 
will take several years, and it is quite possible that we may 
have to acquire additional farm lands. We have reason to 
believe that the Raleigh administration will not look with 
disfavor on such a request. 


Another matter that lies before us is to provide adequate 
entertainment for our patients. This is one feature of our 
hospital life that has for years been woefully neglected, and 
we hope that before another year has passed we can have 
the satisfaction of knowing that this condition has been greatly 
improved. Within a short time we hope to have our moving 
picture machine installed. This is the most expensive item in 
our proposed patient entertainment program, but many other 
forms of amusement, such as games, both indoor and outdoor, 
must be inaugurated. 


We have left with us, too, the ever-present problem of the 
better physical care of our patients, both in food and clothing. 
The time will never come when we can feel that we have done 
everything that is necessary, but the time has now come when 
we should take important steps forward. We are glad to say 
that in the matter of food great improvements have already 
been made. I feel that it is not enough always to fall back on 
the old cry that more money is necessary. As a matter of fact, 
more money is necessary, and we must try to get it, but we 
must improve on the use of the money that we have. Food is 
expensive. Food bought with little attention to variety and 
always cooked in the same monotonous way still remains 
expensive, and it does not become necessarily more expensive 
to use some imagination both in what is bought for the patients 
and in how it is cooked and served. The one thing that will 
definitely require a good deal more money is attendant and 
nurse help. Every effort must be made to see that the next 
Legislature gives us a personnel that will enable us to care 
for our unfortunate wards in an adequate way. 
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During this biennium we necessarily cut down severely on 
admissions, but we were able to come through the period on : 
friendly terms with the authorities-that-be in this section of 
the state that we serve. During the last two years our death 
rate has been low. The first year of the biennium preceding 
this we had 215 deaths and the last year of that biennium 
170 deaths. The first year of this biennium we had 159 deaths 
and the last year just closed 148. This drop can, of course, 
be accounted for in somewise by the shortage in admissions. 
Now that the work of renovation is practically complete the 
population is rapidly building up. At the end of the year just 
closed we have actually in the house 2,400, which is more than 
we have ever had here before. Just a year ago we had 2,256 and 
the year preceding that 2,299. As a matter of fact, our budget 
for maintenance for the coming year is based on an estimated 
population of 2,300. As stated, we start out with an actual 
population of 2,400 with every prospect that the number will 
continue to rise. It is difficult to hold down admissions when 
there is really a bed here for the new case, and the plea is 
always that one more can be fed, when you are feeding 2,400. 
This constantly rising number, however, is really going seri- 
ously to affect our care of the patients and is going to require 
much ingenuity in providing adequate food and clothing. If 
prices should sharply rise, the condition might become acute. 


The time is now come for us to get in order our requests 
that will go before the next Legislature. These requests will 
have more weight and will come nearer being granted if we 
study and weigh them carefully, asking for only the more 
important, rather than reaching indiscriminately for every- 
thing that seems desirable. 


In closing I wish to commend the loyalty of the employees 
of the hospital, which has been manifest in an unusual degree 
in the last two years, and to thank the board of directors for 
their ever-present help and good advice.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


The Honorable, The Board of Directors. 


Lady and Gentlemen: 


June 80th just passed closed a biennium and July Ist starts 
a new one. The last biennium has been characterized by much 
work that had to be done and with many problems that had to 
be met. At the beginning of this period our fire-proofing was 
just well completed. Much work, such as fly screening of dining 
rooms and wards and repairing grounds that had been badly 
torn up, had to be done. Many improvements had to be gotten 
under way. The apparatus for moving pictures had been bought 
but not installed. The hospital houses furnished the lower-paid 
employees were to be painted, underpinned and added to by 
electric lights and inside plumbing, including bathrooms. During 
the biennium, too, the wooden building occupied jointly by the 
business manager and the steward was put in good shape and 
their families were separated by building a new house for the 
business manager. Recently another dwelling for a doctor has 
almost been completed. 


The female dining room number two was in a deplorable con- 
dition with decaying floors and rusted-out ceilings. It was im- 
possible to keep down old food odors and the room was rat- 
infested. Without the assistance of the PWA fire-proofing pro- 
gram, this building was worked over inside, a red cement floor 
being laid on bar joists, a new steel ceiling being installed, and 
the interior being entirely repainted, making this one of the 
handsomest dining rooms now that we have. The repair of this 
dining room left the Yates building, usually known as the 16th 
ward, as our weakest link. This building had been omitted from 
the fire-proofing, had decaying wooden floors and had long been 
used to house our most untidy patients. The ceilings were rusted 
out and hanging down in places. It is hoped that this building, 
before too long a time, will be fire-proofed as are the others, 
but in the meantime it has been worked over by our carpenters, 
the ceilings have been repaired, and it has been generously 
painted, all to such an extent that the building will now be 
rather attractive and comfortable. The rug weaving and women’s 
handicraft work will be centered here and advantage will be 
taken of the wide porches and well-shaded outside court. During 
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the biennium many outside courts have been established, so that 
soon all patients in the hospital, both men and women, who 
are physically able to leave their wards, will have access to 
outside air and sunshine. We are just now beginning the estab- 
lishment of a park for the benefit of the more intelligent and tidy 
women. We hope, in the not distant future, to make this park 
a very beautiful and attractive spot. Courts for games on other 
parts of the grounds have been established and are just now 
being opened up. 


An effort has been made to better our diet, especially looking 
to a better balanced diet, by means of a more profitable use of 
the farm, but we feel that here much remains to be done. The 
hospital greatly needs more green vegetables and our produc- 
tion of these must be substantially enlarged. Furthermore, we 
should not be satisfied with our milk supply until we have some- 
thing like a quart a day per patient. Not every patient, of course, 
would drink a quart a day, but much of it is needed in cooking. 


Our ornamental grounds, which were being badly affected by 
erosion, are gradually being reclaimed. We do not have funds 
nor the force to do all this in one year, but we are giving the 
grounds all the attention we can and are making steady progress. 


A cloud that has settled over the hospital is that same cloud 
that has settled over all America and most of the world—the 
war. We find that it is stealing our personnel away, raising prices 
of the things we have to have, denying us the privilege to pur- 
chase many articles greatly needed and causing a general feeling 
of unrest and uncertainty. Undoubtedly, we have not yet reached 
the darkest part of this cloud and we are fearful that we will 
be compelled to drift from a satisfying feeling of well-doing into 
a struggle for mere existence. But notwithstanding all the hard- 
ships that have befallen us and that may still befall us, we must 
take advantage of every opportunity to hold on to the improve- 
ments already made and add to their list at every opportunity. 
Just the other side of the next six months a new legislature will 
be in session, and, within reasonable bounds, we must try to get 
from it all the funds we can for the benefit of our unfortunate 
charges. 
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During the biennium our population has climbed from 2,400 
to 2,577. For each of the years

Recently there has been a rapid shifting of personnel, many 
nurses and attendants and employees of other departments com- 
ing and going in quick succession, partly due to inadequate 
wages and partly due due to unrest, and, more recently, to calls 
to the army. This same condition has been reflected in the 
personnel of the medical staff. 


During the last six months, more than usually, I have had to 
call upon the board for moral support and advice, and I want 
here to express my appreciation of the hard work and staunch 
stand they have taken for the institution.
